
LSU system head 
evaluates chancellor

Dr, Alan A- Copping, 
president of the Louisiana State 
University system, was in town 
last week to evaluate 
Chancellor John R, Darling, 
Copping visited the campus 
'Tuesday, Oct 26, to meet with 
administrators, faculty, staff, 
students, alumni and 
community representatives in 
order to review Darling's 
performance at LSUS. 

Evaluations of all the 
chancellors in the university 
system arc held every three 
years. 

Copping met with five 
separate groups to discuss their 
opinions about Darling's 
leadership and management 
skills. The groups were asked 
to assess Darling's effectiveness 
in dealing with internal and 
external relations, providing 
academic leadership, and 
managing the school's 


resources. After meeting with 
the various groups, copping 
conducted an exit interview 
with Darling to review the 
information received 

throughout the day, 

'T would welcome an 
evaluation every week," 
Darling said. "These 
evaluations are very helpful to 
me because they provide 
information about how I can be 
a more effective leader. They 
also tell me what things I need 
to work on," 

Once the evaluation is 
completed. Copping will 
prepare a report which 
summarizes the input provided 
by the campus groups and the 
exit interview with Darling. 
One copy of the report will be 
sent to Darling and another will 
be sent to the chairman of the 
LSU Board of Supervisors. 
Copping will retain two copies 
of the report at his office in 
Baton Rouge, 



New lines to do more than just registration

After six years of hard work, 
Kathy Plant, the information 
director at LSUS, has pushed 
through her plan for telephone 
registration. 

H f have been trying to get 
LSUS to use phone registration 
since I came here six years ago. 
The funds were never available 
before," Plant said. 

Last fall, the executive council 
approved the funding for the 
program. The major cost of the 
program involves hardware and 
the cost of operating the phone 
lines. Eight phone lines will be 
used on the second floor of the 
University Center and eight off- 


campus lines will also be 
available, 

A $10 registration fee will be 
added to tuition in spring. "It's a 
benefit for the students. They can 
do everything over the phone," 
Plant said. 

Students will be able to add or 
drop classes over the phone, 
which will eliminate the $5 
add/drop fee. In the future, Plant 
hopes to expand the system. 

"Students will be able to do 
anything over the phone, like call 
in for grades, check their status, 
even the weather conditions on 
campus," Plant said. 

Students will receive bills 
along with pre-addressed 
envelopes so that they can mail in 
tuition payments. Currently, 


however, students who wish to 
defer payment must visit the 
administration building. 

Georgia State University 
pioneered telephone registration 
10 years ago. Today, several 
Louisiana universities offer 
telephone registration including 
LSU Baton Rouge, Northeast 
Louisiana University, and the 
University of New Orleans. 

Bridget Carey, education 
sophomore, and Brad Ellis, health 
and physical education junior, 
support phone registration. 

Tm looking forward to it It 
will save me a lot of time, but a 
friend of mine goes to LSU Baton 
Rouge and she said the lines are 
sometimes busy and the classes 
fill up fast," Carey said. 


"1 don't want to stand in line 
all day to register. It's worth 
$10™ Ellis said. 

Robin Perry, psychology 
freshman, strongly disapproves of 
phone registration. 

"I do not think it's very 
feasible considering the number 
of phone tines versus the number 
of students at LSUS. The S10 
charge is ridiculous" Perry said. 
Telephone registration will run 
from Nov. 11 through Dec. 3. 
The telephone number for on- 
campus lines will be 5501. The 
off-campus number will be 798- 
LSUS. The system should be able 
to handle 250 calls every two 
hours.

’Demolition Man* pointless but 
entertaining classic action film

"Demolition Man," the new 
film starring Sylvester Stallone and 
Wesley Snipes, wastes no time 
getting down to business. 

Tracer fire lights the sky and the 
theater in the opening scene. The 
year is 1996, John Spartan 
(Stallone), a lone warrior of the 
force defending society hitches a 
ride on a helicopter so that he can 
battle his enemy, a criminal named 
Simon Phoenix (Snipes) who holds 
hostages in a bumi-out building. 

Spartan returns to his comrades 
with the captured enemy. His 
comrades feel no surprise when 
they learn of the building's 
explosion. Many times before, he 
demolished things in order to bring 
a criminal to justice. This time, 
they find the hostages inside the 
rubble. 

Naturally, they assume that 
Spartan failed to check for them 
before blowing up the building.

The new 
police force assigns Spartan to deal 
with it because their peaceful 
society cannot hope to capture 
someone as ruthless as Phoenix 
without using Barbarian 
techniques. 

Stallone returns from his 
comedic ventures to this genre with 
flying colors and Snipes redeems 
his own forced performance in 
"Boiling Point," With the 
exception of Bill Cobbs who plays 


fourth rate supporting cast that gets 
most of its people from the well- 
known talent farms of MTV and 
Saturday Night Live. 

The movie's plot won’t win 
Oscars, but it provides a forum for 
the action and comedy one expects 
from "Demolition Man." The 
screenplay delivers both in large 
portions. "Demolition Man" is in 
the vein of classic 80s action films 
tike "Commando" that audiences 
enjoyed for many years before 


seriously. 


Its action and humor make most 
of "Demolition Man" enjoyable, 
but the plot drags in the middle. 
There is no increasing tension 
because most of the characters are 
so one-dimensional (or just badly 
acted) that you have no reason to 
care what happens to them. For all 
its excitement and special effects, 
"Demolition Man" falls short of 
producer Silver’s previous effort in 
this genre, "The Last Boy Scout"

Budget befuddlement 

On Oct. 14* 1993, the Almagest reported a billing error that 
happened a couple of years ago on campus. The handicap-access 
sidewalk in from of the U.C. was mistakenly billed to the student 
activities account instead of to the physical plant In reference to the 
incident, Dr, Gloria Raines (vice chancellor of student affairs) said that 
although the error was corrected, it didn't matter who paid for it 
because, in die end, it all would come from the same place-university 
accounts. 

On the surface, Raines' statement seems logical, unless you have 
had any sort of dealings with funding at LSUS. The way programs and 
projects are funded here is the same as they are with any government 
agency-money cannot be shifted from one account to another. This 
can make for quite a few problems. Ill use the sidewalk episode to 
illustrate my point. 

The student activities account is funded by the $45 student activities 
fee that is tacked on to the tuition bill. All the money goes to fund 
student organizations such as the Almagest, the SGA, SAB, Spectra, 
IntramuraJs, and the debate team. A set amount of money is carved up 
among these groups, each fighting for as much money as it can get If 
a $20,000 sidewalk is charged lo this fund, then that is $20,000 that 
these organizations will have to do without The fund will not be 
replenished from another source. Yes, all the money does come from 
the school; but since funds cannot be shifted about, any account that is 
misbilled just loses out. I 

The same problem happens within the organizations themselves. If 
an organization is allotted $1,000 one year for supplies and it ends up 
being short in its travel budget, the students arc out of luck because the 
organization cannot take that leftover supply money and apply it to the 
travel budget Then the second problem with LSUS' budget workings 
comes into effect: the lack of a funding roll over system. Any money 
not spent by an organization during the year goes right back into the 
student activities fund to be carved up the next year. When the Student 
Activities Budget Committee meets the following year to decide how 
much each organization should get* the other organizations will see 
how one organization didn't use all the money in its supply budget. 
Naturally, that supply budget is going to be cul No organization wants 
any pari of its budget cut, and unspent money may bring this about. 
Also, any money that goes unspent might not come back to that 
organization. What does this result in? Wanton last-minute spending. 
An organization just might spent $500 on supplies it doesn't need in 
order to keep that money for itself. 

In order to prevent this waste and injustice, this school must change 
the way budgets are handled. If an organization is frugal in one area 
and has money left at the end of the year, then it should be able to 
apply that extra money to an area in which it has expanded. Then the 
next year, when it is lime to submit a new budget, the new budget can 
reflect the changes in each account by asking for more or less money in 
each part of the budget as needed. 

Another way to slop indiscriminate spending is to allow unspent 
money to roil over into the same budget the next year. Discipline in 
spending should be rewarded by allowing savings, not punished by 
taking that money away. Until some basic changes are made in the 
way this school funds its programs and organizations, organizations 
will continue to look out for themselves and money will continue to 
slip through our fingers. If you don't believe this, just look in any 
organization's president's office and marvel at his/her 3,000 multi¬ 
colored paperclips. —Jennifer Newton
